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BIVABUIINQ ACT. 



An Act to provide for the division of Dakota into two states and 
to enable the people of North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana 
and Washington to form constitutions and state governments 
and to be admitted into the Union on an equal footing with the 
original states, and to make donations of public lands to such 
states. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in Congress As- 
sembled: That the inhabitants of all that part of the area of 
the United States now constituting the Territories of Dakota, les may be ad- 
Montana and Washington, as at present described, may become ™^**®^- 
the States of North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana and Wash- 
ington, respectively, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. The area comprising the Territory of Dakota shall. Division of Da- 
for the purpose of this act, be divided on the line of the seventh *^***'*- 
standard parallel produced due west to the western boundary 
of said territory; and the delegates elected as hereinafter pro- 
vided to the constitutional convention in districts north of said 
parallel shall assemble in convention, at the time prescribed in 
this act, at the city of Bismarck; and delegates elected in dis- 
tricts south of said parallel shall, at the same time, assemble 
in convention at the city of Sioux Falls. 

Sec. 3. That all persons who are qualified by the laws of Q^^jj^^^^^^g 
said territories to vote for representatives to the legislative as- of electors and 
semblies thereof, are hereby authorized to vote for and choose 
delegates to form conventions in said proposed states; and the 
qualifications for delegates to such conventions shall be such as 
by the laws of said territories, respectively, persons are re- 
quired to possess to be eligible to the legislative assemblies 
thereof; and the aforesaid delegates to form said conventions 

shall be appointed wiihin the limits of the proposed states, 5*5<*ofi*^»

in such districts as may be established as herein provided, in 
proportion to the population of each of. such counties and dis- 
tricts, as near as may be, to be ascertained at the time of 
making said apportionments by the persons hereinafter authorized 
to make the same, from the best information obtainable, in each 
of which districts three delegates shall be elected, but no elector 
shall vote for more than two persons for delegates to such con- 
ventions; that said apportionments shall be made by the gover- 
nor, and chief justice, and the secretary of said territories;

der an election of the delegates aforesaid in each of said pro- 
posed states, to be held on the Tuesday after the second Monday 
in May, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, which proclamation 
shall be issued on the fifteenth day of April, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-nine; and such election shall be conducted, the re- 
turns made, the result ascertained, and the certificates to per- 
sons elected to such convention issued in the same manner as 
is prescribed by laws of said territories regulating elections 
therein for delegates to congress; and the number of votes cast 
de^a^s*^ for delegates in each precinct shall also be returned. The 
number of delegates to said conventions, respectively, shall be 
seventy-five; and all persons residents in said proposed states, 
who are qualified voters of said territories as herein provided, 
shall be entitled to vote upon the election of delegates, and 
under such rules and regulations as said conventions may pre- 
scribe, not in confiict with this act, upon the ratification or re- 
jection of the constitutions. 

conventions!*^ S®^- ^- That the delegates to the conventions elected aa 
when^^^^^' provided for in this act shall meet at the seat of government 
of each of said territories, except the delegates elected in 
South Dakota, who shall meet at the city of Sioux Falls, on the 
fourth day of July, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, and, 
after organization, shall declare, on behalf of the people of said 
proposed states, that they adopt the constitution of the United 
States; whereupon the said conventions shall be, and are here- 
by, authorized to form constitutions and state governments 
for said proposed states, respectively. The constitutions shall 
be republican in form, and make no distinction in civil or poli- 
tical rights on account of race or color, except as to Indians 
not taxed, and not be repugnate to the constitution of the United 
States and the principles of the Declaration of Independence. 
And said convention shall provide, by ordinance irrevocable 
without the consent of the United States and people of said 
eratfon^^*°^ States: First: That perfect toleration of religious sentiment 
shall be secured, and that no inhabitant of said states shall 
ever be molested in person or property on account of his or her 
mode of religious worship. Second: That the people inhabiting 
Unappropria- ^^^^ proposed states do agree and declare that they forever dis- 
ted lands, own- claim all right and title to the unappropriated public lands lying 
be disclaimed, within the boundaries thereof, and to all lands lying within 
said limits owned or held by any Indian or Indian tribes; and 
that until the title thereto shall have been extinguished by the 
United States, the same shall be and remain subject to the dis- 
position of the United States, and said Indian lands shall remain 
under the absolute jurisdiction and control of the congress of the 
United States; that the lands belonging to the citizens of the Uni- 
ted states residing without the said state shall never be taxed at 
Taxation. ^ higher rate than the lands belonging to residents thereof; that 
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no taxes shall be imposed by the states on lands or property 

therein belonging to or which may hereafter be purchased by 

the United States or reserved for its use. But nothing herein, 

or in the ordinances herein provided for, shall preclude the said 

states from taxing, as other lands are taxed, any lands owned or 

held by any Indian who has served his tribal relations, 

and has obtained from the United States or any person a title 

thereto, by patent or other grant, save and except such lands 

as have been or may be granted to any Indian or Indians under 

any act of congress containing a provision exempting the lands 

thus granted from taxation; but said ordinances shall provide 

that all such lands shall be exempt from taxation by said states 

so long and to such extent as such act of congress may prescribe, j^^^^ ^j 

Third: That the debts and liabilities of said territories shall territories. 

be assumed and paid by said states, respectively. Fourth: 

That provision shall be made for the establishment and maintain- ^^*^e^ot'J^® 

ance of systems of public schools, which shall be open to all the °**'^*^**^* 

children of said states and free from sectarian control. 

Sec. 5. That the convention which shall assemble at Bismarck Conventions 

in Dakota, 
shall form a constitution and state government for a state to 

be known as North Dakota, and the convention which shall 
assemble at Sioux Falls shall form a constitution and state 
government for a state to be known as South Dakota; Provided, 
That at the election for delegates to the constitutional con- for South 
vention in South Dakota, as hereinbefore provided, each elector ^*^°**' 
may have written or printed on his ballot the words "For the 
Sioux Falls Constitution," or the words "Against the Sioux 
Falls Constitution," and the votes on this question shall be re- 
turned and canvassed in the same manner as for the election 
provided for in section three of this act; and if a majority of all 
votes cast on this shall be "For the Sioux Falls Constitution," 
It shall be the duty of the convention which may assemble at 
Sioux Falls, as herein provided, to re-submit to the people of 
South Dakota, for ratification or rejection at the election here- 
inafter provided for in this act, the constitution framed at 
Sioux Falls, and adopted November third, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-five, and also the articles and propositions separately 
submitted at that election, including the question of locating the 
temporary seat of government, with such changes only as relate 
to the name and boundary of the proposed state, to the re- 
apportionment of the judicial and legislative districts, and such 
amendments as may be necessary in order to comply with the 
provisions of this act, and if a majority of the votes cast on 
the ratification or rejection of the constitution shall be for the 
constitution, irrespective of the articles separately submitted, 
the State of South Dakota shall be admitted as a state in the 
Union under said constitution as hereinafter provided; but the Archives of 
archives, records, and books of the Territory ot 'D^i^oX.'au, \x»X!iS?^^^'^* 
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an agreement in reference thereto is reached by the states. But 
if at the election for delegates to the constitutional convention 
In South Dakota a majority of all the votes cast at that election 
shall be "Against the Sioux Falls Constitution/' then and in that 
event it shall be the duty of the convention which will as- 
semble at the City of Sioux Falls on the fourth day of July, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, to proceed to form a con- 
stitution and state government as provided in this act the same 
as if that question had not been submitted to a vote of the people 
of South Dakota. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the constitutional conven- 
tions of North Dakota and South Dakota to appoint a joint com- 
mission, to be composed of not less than three members of each 
convention, whose duty it shall be to assemble at Bismarck, 
the present seat of government of said territory, and agree upon 
an equitable division of all property belonging to the Territory 
of Dakota, the disposition of all public records, and also adjust 
Pttttlicpropr and agree upon the amount of the debts and liabilities of the 
SS^on <S^^^ territory which shall be assumed and paid by each of the pro* 
posed states of North Dakota and South Dakota; and the agree- 
ment reached respecting the territorial debts and liabilities shall 
be incorporated in the respective constitutions, and each of said 
states shall obligate itself to pay its portion of such debts and 
liabilities the same as if they had been created by such states 
respectively. 

Sec. 7. If the constitutions formed for both North Dakota 
and South Dakota shall be rejected by the people at the elections 
for the ratification or rejection of their respective constitutions 
as provided for in this act, the territorial government of Dakota 
shall continue in existence the same as if this act had not been 
passed. But if the constitution formed for either North or South 
Dakota shall be rejected by the people, that part of the territory 
so rejecting its proposed constitution shall continue under the 
territorial government of the present Territory of Dakota, but 
shall, after the state adopting its constitution is admitted ^nto 
the Union, be called by the name of the Territory of North 
Ser^ronvened ^^-^o^^a, or South Dakota, as the case may be: Provided, That 
in case of re- if either of the proposed states provided for in this act shall 
stitution reject the constitution which may be submitted for ratification 

or rejection at the election provided therefor, the governor of 
the territory in which such proposed constitution was rejected 
shall issue his proclamation reconvening the delegates elected 
to the convention which formed such rejected constitution, fix- 
ing the time and place at which said delegates shall assemble; 
and when so assembled they shall proceed to form another con- 
stitution or to amend the rejected constitution, and shall submit 
such new constitution or amended constitution to the people 
of the proposed state for ratification or rejection, at such time 
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as such convention may determine; and all the provisions of this 
act, so far as applicable, shall apply to such convention so re- 
assembled and to the constitution which may be formed, its ratifi- 
cation or rejection, and to the admission of the proposed state. 

Sec. 8. That the constitutional convention which may a8-ck>nventionof 
semble in South Dakota shall provide by ordinance for resub- f^^i^^^t^ 
mitting the Sioux Falls constitution of eighteen hundred *"i<l ^^sfitution 
eighty-five, after having amended the same as provided in sec- 
tion five of this act, to the people of South Dakota for ratifica- 
tion or rejection at an election to be held therein on the first 
Tuesday in October, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, but if said 
constitutional convention is authorized and required to form a 
new constitution for South Dakota, it shall provide for submit- 
ting the same in like manner to the people of South Dakota ' or NcStS^Dakota 
ratification or rejection at an election to be held in said pro- Montana and

North Dakota, Montana and Washington shall provide 
in like manner for submitting the constitutions formed 
by them to the people of said proposed states, respectively, 
for ratification or rejection at elections to be held in said pro- 
posed states on said first Tuesday in October. At the elections 
provided in this section the qualified voters of said proposed 
states shall vote directly for or against the proposed constitutions 
and for or against any articles or propositions separately submit- 
ted.

constitution, articles, propositions, and ordinances. And if the 
constitutions and governments of said proposed states are re- 
publican in form, and if all the provisions of this act have been 
complied with in the formation thereof, it shall be the duty of president to 
the president of the United States to issue his proclamation j^||jep^cia- 
announcing the result of the election in each, and thereupon the 
proposed states which have adopted constitutions and formed 
state governments as herein provided shall be deemed admitted 
by congress into the Union, under and by virtue of this act, on 
an equal footing with the original states, from and after the date 
of said proclamation. 

Sec. 9. That until the next general census, or until other- Representa- 
wise provided by law, said states shall be entitled to one repre-g^g^^*^*^**'^" 
sentative in the house of representatives of the United States, 
except South Dakota, which shall be entitled to two; and the 
representatives to the fifty-first congress, together with the gov- 
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ernors and other officers provided for in said constitutions, may 
be elected on the same day of the elections for the ratification 
or rejection of the constitutions; and until said state officers 
are elected and qualified under the provisions of each constita- 
tion and the states, respectively, are admitted into the Union, 
the territorial officers shall continue to discharge the duties 
of their respective offices in each of said territories. 

Sec. 10. That upon the admission of each of said states into 
the Union, sections numbered sixteen and thirty-six in every 
township of said proposed states, and where such section, or any 
part thereof, have been sold or otherwise disposed of by or under 
the authority of an act of congress, other lands equivalent there- 
to, in legal subdivisions of not less than one-quarter section, 
and as contiguous as may be to the section in lieu of which the 
same is taken, are hereby granted to said states for the support 
of common schools, such indemnity lands to be selected within 
said states in such manner as the legislature may provide, with 
the approval of the secretary of the interior: Provided: That 
the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections embraced in permanent 
reservations for national purposes shall not, at any time, be 
subject to the grants nor to the indemnity provisions of this act, 
nor shall any lands embraced in Indian, military, or other reser- 
vations of any character, be subject to the grants or to the indem- 
nity provisions of this act until the reservation shall have been 
extinguished and such lands be restored to, and become a part 
of, the public domain. 

Sec. 11. That all lands herein granted for educational pur- 
pose shall be disposed of only at public sale, and at a price not 
less than ten dollars per acre, the proceeds to constitute a per- 
manent school fund, the interest of which only shall be expended 
in the support of said schools. But said lands may, under such 
regulation as the legislatures shall presence, be leased for 
periods of not more than five years, in quantities not exceeding 
one section to any one person or company; and such land shall 
not be subject to pre-emption, homestead entry, or any other en- 
try under the land laws of the United States, whether surveyed 
or unsurveyed, but shall be reserved tor school purposes only. 

Sec. 12. That upon the admission of each of said states into 
the Union, in accordance with the provisions of this act, fifty 
sections of the unappropriated public lands within said states, 
to be selected and located in legal subdivisions, as provided in 
section ten of this act, shall be, and are hereby, granted to the 
states for the purpose of erecting public buildings at the capital 
of said states for legislative, executive and judicial purposes. 

Sec. 13. That five per centum of the proceeds of the sales 
of public lands lying within said states which shall be sold by 
the United States subsequent to the admission of said states 
into the Union, after deducting all the expenses incident to the 
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same, shall be paid to the said states, to be used as a permanent 
fund, the interest of which only shall be expended for the sup- 
port of common schools within said states, respectively. 

Sec. 14. That the lands granted to the territories of Dakota 
and Montana by the act of February eighteenth, eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-one, entitled "An act to grant lands to Dakota, 
Montana, Arizona, Idaho and Wyoming for university purposes," 
are hereby vested in the states of South Dakota, North Dakota 
and Montana, respectively, if such states are admitted into the 
Union, as provided in this act, to the extent of full quantity of 
seventy-two sections* to each of said states, and any portion of 
said land that may have been selected by either of said terri- 
tories of Dakota or Montana may be selected by the respective 
states aforesaid; but said act of February eighteenth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-one, shall be so amended as to provide that 
none of said lands shall be sold for less than ten dollars per acre, 
and the proceeds shall constitute a permanent fund to be safely 
invested and held by said states severally, and the income there- 
of be used exclusively for university purposes. And such quan- 
tity of the lands authorized by the fourth section of this act of 
July seventeenth, eighteen hundred and fifty-four, to be reserved 
for university purposes in the Territory of Washington, as, to- University 
gether with the lands confirmed to the vendees of the territory Ja^Js in Wash- 

ington. 

by the act of March fourteenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, 
will make the full quantity of seventy-two entire sections, are 
hereby granted in like manner to tne State of Washington 
for the purpose of a university in said state. None of the lands 
panted in this section shall be soid at less than ten dollars per 
acre; but said lands may be leased in the same manner as pro- 
vided for in section eleven of this act. The schools, colleges and 
universities provided for in this act shall forever remain under 
the exclusive control of said states, respectively, and no part 
of the proceeds arising from the sale or disposal of any lands 
herein granted for educational purposes shall be for the support 
of any sectarian or denominational school, college or university. 
The section of land granted by the act of June sixteenth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty, to the Territory of Dakota for an asylum 
for the insane shall, upon the admission of said State of South 
Dakota into the Union, become the property of said state. 

Sec. 15. That so much of the lands belonging to the Uliited lands. 
States as have been acquired and set apart for the purpose 
mentioned in "An act appropriating money for the erection of 
■a penicentiary in the Territory of Dakota," approved March 
second, eighteen hundred and eighty-one, together with the 
buildings thereon, be and the same is hereby granted, together 
with any unexpended balances of money appropriated therefor, 
by said act, to the said State of South Dakota, for the purposes 
therein designated; and the states of North Dakota and Wash- 
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ington shall, respectively, have like grants for the same purpose^ 
and subject to like terms and conditions as provided in said act 
of March second, eighteen hundred and eighty-one, for the Terri- 
tory of Dakota. The penitentiary at Deer Lodge City, Montana^ 
and ail lands connected therewith and set apart and reserved 
therefor, are hereby granted to the State of Montana. 

Sec. 16. That ninety thousand acres of land, to be selected and 
located as provided in section ten of this act, are hereby granted 
to each of said states, except to the State of South Dakota, to 
which one hundred and twenty thousand acres are granted, for 
the use and support of agricultural colleges in said states, as 
provided in the act of congress making donations of lands for 
such pur];>oses. 

Sec. 17. That in lieu of the grant of land for purposes of 
internal improvements made to new states by the eighth sec- 
tion of the act of September fourth, eighteen hundred and 
forty-one, which act is hereby repealed as to the states provided 
for by this act, and in lieu of any claim or demand by the said 
states, or either of them, under the act of September twenty- 
eight, eighteen hundred and fifty, and section twenty-four hun- 
dred and seventy-nine of the revised statutes, making a grant of 
swamp and overflowed lands to certain states, which grant it 
is hereby declared is not extended to the states provided for 
in this act, and in lieu of any grant of saline lands to said states, 
the following grants of lands are hereby made, to-wit: To the 
State of South Dakota: For the school of mines, forty thousand 
acres; for the reform school, forty thousand acres; for the deaf 
and dumb asylum, forty thousand acres; for the agricultural col- 
lege, forty thousand acres; for the university, forty thousand 
acres;- for state normal schools, eighty thousand acres; 
for public buildings at the capital of said state, fifty thousand 
acres, and for such other educational and charitable purposes 
as tne legislature of said state may determine, one hundred and 
seventy thousand acres; in all five hundred thousand acres. 
To the State of North Dakota a like quantity of land 
as in this section granted to the State of South 
Dakota; and to be for like purposes, and in like propor- 
tion as far as practicable. To the i^tate of Montana: For the 
establishment and maintenance of a school of mines, one 
hundred thousand acres; for state normal schools, one hundred 
thousand acres; for agricultural colleges, in addition to the 
grant hereinbefore made for that purpose, fifty thousand acres; 
for the establishment of a state reform school, fifty thousand 
acres; for the establishment of a deaf and dumb asylum, fifty 
thousand acres; for public buildings at the capital of the state,, 
in addition to the grant hereinbefore made for that purpose^ 
one hundred and fifty thousand acres. To the State of Wash- 
ington: For the establishment and maintenance of a scientific 
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school, one hundred thousand acres; for state normal schools, To^wm^Tj 
one hundred thousand acres; for public buildings at the state tenanoe of 
capital, in addition to the grant hereinbefore made for that ^h^is, eto. 
purpose, one hundred thousand acres; for state charitable, edu- 
cational, penal and reformatory institutions, two hundred thou- 
sand acres. That the states provided for in this act shall not 
be entitlea to any further or other grants of land for any purpose 
than as expressly provided in this act. And the lands granted 
by this section shall be held, appropriated and disposed of ex- 
clusively for the purposes herein mentioned, in such manner 
as the legislatures of the respective states may severally pro- 
vide. 

Sec. 18. That all mineral lands shall be exempted from the^iv^mS?.^ 
grants made by this act. But if sections sixteen and thirty-six ®"^ '^**®- 
or any subdivisions or portion of any smallest subdivision there- 
of in any township shall be found by the department of the in- 
terior to be mineral lands, said states are hereby authorized and x^^^u school 
empowered to select, in legal subdivisions, an equal quantity of ^^^<^* 
other unappropriated lands in said states, in lieu thereof, for 
the use and benefit of the common schools of said states. 

Sec. 19. That all lands granted in quantity or as indemnity ^^^^^^^ 
by this act shall be selected, under the direction of the secretary 
of the interior, for the surveyed, unreserved and unappro- 
priated public lands of the United States within the limits of the 
respective states entitled thereto. And there shall be 'deducted 
from the number of acres of land donated by this act for specific 
objects to said states the number of acres in each heretofore 
donated by congress to said territories for similar objects. 

Sec. 20. That the sum of twenty thousand dollars, or so much ^n^ftlftlonai 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated, out of any conventions. 
money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, to each of 
said territories for defraying the expenses of the said conventions 
except to Dakota, for which the sum of forty thousand dollars 
is so appropriated, twenty thousand dollars each for South Da- 
kota and North Dakota, and for the payment of the members 
thereof, under the same rules and regulations and at the same 
rates are now provided by law for the payment of the terri- 
torial legislatures. Any money hereby appropriated not neces- 
sary for such purpose shall be converted into the treasury of 
the United States. 

Sec. 21. That each of said states, when admitted as aforesaid, ^- S- fifc^t 

and aistrict 

shall constitute one judicial district, the names thereof to be courts, officers 
the same as the names of the states, respectively; and the circuit Jjon^'^^ers 
and district courts therefore shall be held at the capital of such'*^^- 
state for the time being, and each of said districts shall, for ju- 
dicial purposes, until otherwise provided, be attached to the 
eightn judicial circuit, except Washington and Montana, which 
shall be attached to the ninth judicial circuit. There shall be ap- 
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pointed for each of said districts one district judge, one United 
States attorney, and one United States marshal. The judge of 
each of said districts shall receive a yearly salary of three thous- 
and five hundred dollars, payable in four equal installments, 
on the first day of January, April, July and October of each 
year, and shall reside in the district, rhere shall be appointed 
clerks of said courts in each district, who shall keep their offices 
at the capital of said state. The regular terms of said courts 
shall be held in each district, the place aforesaid, on the first 
Monday in April and the first Monday in November of 
each year, and only one grand jury and one petit jury 
shall be summoned in both said circuit and district 
courts. The circuit and district courts for each of said 
districts, and the judges thereof, respectively, shall possess the 
same powers and jurisdiction, and perform the same duties 
required to be performed by the other circuit and district courts 
and judges of the United States, and shall be governed by the 
same laws and regulations. The marshal, district attorney and 
clerks of the circuit and district courts, of each of said districts, 
and all other officers and persons performing duties in the ad- 
ministration of justice therein, shall severally possess the powers 
and perform the duties lawfully possessed and required to be 
performed by similar officers in other districts of the United 
States; and shall, for the services they may perform, receive 
the fees and compensation allowed by law to other similar offi- 
cers and persons performing similar duties in the State of Ne- 
braska. 

Sec. 22. That all cases of appeal or writ of error heretofore 
Courts, and prosecuted and now pending in the supreme court of the United 
proceedings in. States upon any record from either of said courts, may be heard 
and determined by the supreme court of the United States. And 
the mandate of execution or of further proceedings shall be 
directed by the supreme court of the United States to the circuit 
or district court hereby established within the state succeeding 
the territory from which such record is or may be pending, or 
to the supreme court of such state, as the nature of the case may 
require: Provided: That the mandate of execution or of further 
proceedings shall, in cases arising in the Territory of Dakota, 
be directed by the supreme court of the United States to the 
circuit or district court of the district of South Dakota, or to the 
supreme court of the State of South Dakota, or to the circuit 
or district court of the district of North Dakota, or to the su- 
preme court of the State of North Dakota, or to the supreme 
court of the Territory of North Dakota, as the nature of the 
case may require. And each of the circuit, district and state 
courts, herein named, shall, respectively, be the successor of 
the supreme court of the territory, as to all such cases arising 
within the limits embraced within the jurisdiction of such courts,

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respectively, with full power to proceed with the same, and 
award mesne of final process therein; and that from all judg-

PREAMBLE. 

WE, THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON, GRATEFUL TO THE 

SUPREME RULER OF THE UNIVERSE FOR OUR LIBERTIES, 

DO ORDAIN THIS CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I.— DEX^LARATION OF RIGHTS. 

Section 1. All political power is inherent in the people, pouticai 
and governments derive their just powers from the consent ofP®^®^- 
the governed, and are established to protect and maintain 
individual rights.

Legislature of the State of Washington.

The next election of the members of the House of 
Representatives after the adoption of this constitution shall be 
on the first Tuesday after the first Monday of November, eigh- 
teen hundred and ninety, and thereafter members of the House 
of Representatives shall be elected biennially, and their term 
of office shall be two years; and each election shall be on the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, unless other- 
wise changed by law.

Sec. 17. No member of the Legislature shall be liable in 
any civil action or criminal prosecution whatever for words 
spoken in debate. 

Sec. 18. The style of the laws of the state shall be: "Be 
it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Washington." 
And no law shall be enacted except by bill. 

Sec. 19. No bill shall embrace more than one subject, and 
that shall be expressed in the title. 

Sec. 20. Any bill may originate in either house of the Legis- 
lature, and a bill passed by 'one house may be amended in the 
other. 

Sec. 21. The yeas and nays of the members of either house 
shall be entered on the journal on the demand of one-sixth 
of the members present. 

Sec. 22. No bill shall become a law unless on its final pas- 
sage the vote be taken by yeas and nays, the names of the 
members voting for and against the same be entered on the 
journal of each house, and a majority of the members elected 
to each house be recorded thereon as voting in its favor. 

Sec. 23. E^ach member of the Legislature shall receive for 
his services five dollars for each day's attendance during the 
session, and ten cents for every mile he shall travel in going 
to and returning from the place of meeting of the Legislature, 
on the most usual route. 

Sec. 24. The Legislature shall never authorize any lottery 
or grant any divorce. 

Sec. 25. The Legislature shall never grant any extra com- 
pensation to any public officer, agent, servant or contractor 
after the services shall have been rendered or the contract 
entered into, nor shall the compensation of any public officer 
be increased or diminished during his term of office. 

Sec. 26. The Legislature shall direct by law in what manner 
and in what courts suits may be brought against the state. 

Sec. 27. In all elections by the Legislature the members 
shall vote viva voce, and their votes shall be entered on the 
journal. 

SPECIAL LEGISLATION. 

Sec. 28. The Legislature is prohibited from enacting any 
private or special law in the following cases: 

1. For changing the names of persons, or constituting one 
person the heir at law of another. 

2. For laying out, opening or altering highways, except in 
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cases of state roads extending into more than one county, and 
military roads to aid in the construction of which lands shall 
have been or may be granted by Congress. 

3. For authorizing persons to keep ferries wholly within 
this state. 

4. For authorizing the sale or mortgage of real or personal 
property of minors, or others under disability. 

5. For assessment or collection of taxes, or for extending 
the time of collection thereof. 

6. For granting corporate powers or privileges. 

7. For authorizing the apportionment of any part of the » 
school fund. 

8. For incorporating any town or village, or to amend the 
charter thereof. 

9. From giving effect to invalid deeds, wills or other 
instruments. 

10. Releasing or extinguishing, in whole or in part, the in- 
debtedness, liability or other obligation of any person or cor- 
poration to this state, or to any municipal corporation therein. 

11. Declaring any person of age, or authorizing any minor 
to sell, lease or encumber his or her property. 

12. Legalizing, except as against the state, the unauthorized 
or invalid act of any officer. 

13. Regulating the rates of Interest on money. 

14. Remitting fines, penalties or forfeitures. 

15. Providing for the management of common schools. 

16. Authorizing the adoption of children. 

17. For limitation of civil or criminal action. 

18. Changing county linee^ locating or changing county 
seats: Provided, This shall not be construed to apply to the 
creation of new counties. 

Sec. 29. After the first day of January, eighteen hundred La^or of con- 
and ninety, the labor of convicts of this state shall not be let 
out by contract to any person, copartnership, company or cor- 
poration, and the Legislature shall by law provide for the work- 
ing of convicts for the benefit of tne state.

Sec. 33. The ownership of lands by aliens, other than those 
who in good faith have declared their intention to become 
citizens of the United States, is prohibited in this state, except 
where acquired by inheritance, under mortgage or in good faitfi 
in the ordinary course of justice in the collection of debts; and 
all conveyances of lands hereafter made to any alien directly, 
or in trust for such alien, shall be void: Provided, That the 
provisions of this section shall not apply to lands containing 
valuable deposits of minerals, metals, iron, coal or fire clay, 
and the necessary land for mills and machinery to be used in 
the development thereof and the manufacture of the products 
therefrom. Every corporation, the majority of the capital stock 
of which is owned by aliens, shall be considered an alien for 
the purpose of this prohibition. 

There shall be established in the office of the Sec- 
retary of State, a bureau of statistics, agriculture and immigra- 
tion, under such regulations as the Legislature may provide. 

Sec. 35. The Legislature shall pass necessary laws for the 
protection of persons working in mines, factories and other 
employment dangerous to life and deleterious to health; and 
fix pains and penalties for the enforcement of same. 

Sec. 36. No bill shall be considered in either house unless 
the time for its introduction shall have been at least ten days 
before the final adjournment of the Legislature, unless the 
Legislature shall otherwise direct by a vote of two-thirds of all 
the members elected to each house, said vote to be taken by 
yeas and nays and entered upon the journal, or unless the same 
be at a special session. 

Sec. 37. No act shall ever be revised or amended by mere 
reference to its title, but the act revised or the section amended 
shall be set forth at full length. 

Sec. 38. No amendment to any bill shall be allowed which' 
shall change the scope or object of the bill. 

Sec. 39. It shall not be lawful for any person holding public 
oSice In this state to accept or use a pass or to purchase trans- 
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portation from any railroad or other corporation, other than as 
the same may be purchased by the general public, and the 
Legislature may pass laws to enforce this provision.

property granted to the state when the purpose of the grant 
is not specified, or is uncertain; funds accumulated in the treas- 
ury of the state for the disbursement of which provision has 
not been made by law; the proceeds of the sale of timber, stone, 
minerals, and other property from school and state lands, other 
than those granted for specific purposes ; all moneys received from 
persons appropriating timber, stone, minerals or other property 
from school and state lands other tnan those granted for specific 
purposes, and all moneys other than rental recovered from per- 
sons trespassing on said lands; five percentum of the proceeds 
of the sale of public lands lying within the state, which shall be 
sold by the United States subsequent to the admission of the state 
into the Union as approved by section 13 of the act of Congress en- 
abling the admission of the state into the Union; the principal of 
all funds arising from the sale of lands and other property which 
have been and hereafter may be, granted to the state for the sup- 
port of common sphools. The Legislature may make further pro- 
visions for enlarging said fund. The interest accruing on said 
fund, together with all rentals and other revenues derived there- 
from, and from lands and other property devoted to the common 
school fund, shall be exclusively applied to the current use of 
the common schools. 

Sec. 4. All schools maintained or supported wholly or in 
part by the public funds shall be forever free from sectarian 
control or influence. 

Sec. 5. All losses to the permanent common school or any 
manent school other state educational fund, which shall be occasioned by defal- 
debto^nst^te.^ cation, mismanagement, or fraud of the agents or officers con- 
trolling or managing the same, shall be audited by the proper 
authorities of the state.

A railroad and transportation commissioYi may be establfshed 
and its powers and duties fully defined by law. 

Sec. 19. Any association or corporation, or the lessees or Telegraph and 
managers thereof, organized for the purpose, or any individual, ^a^^fe^^'^®^^"^" 
shall have the right to construct and maintain lines of tele- 
graph and telephone within this state, and said companies shall 
receive and transmit each other's messages without delay or 
discrimination, and all such companies are hereby declared 
to be common carriers and subject to legislative control. Rail- 
road corporations organized or doing business in this state 
shall allow telegraph and telephone corporations and companies 
to construct and maintain telegraph lines on and along the 
rights-of-way of such railroads and railroad companies, and no 
railroad corporation organized or doing business in this state 
shall allow any telegraph corporation or company any facili- 
ties, privileges, or rates for transportation of men or material, 
or for repairing their lines, not allowed to all telegraph com- 
panies. The right of eminent domain is hereby extended to 
all telegraph and telephone companies. The Legislature shall, 
by general law of uniform operation, provide reasonable regu- 
lations to give effect to this section. 

Sec. 20. No railroad or other transportation company shall Free passes, 
grant free passes, or sell tickets or passes at a discount, other forbidden, 
than as sold to the public generally, to any member of the 
Legislature, or to any person holding any public office within 
this state. The Legislature shall pass laws to carry this pro- 
vision into effect.

and no railroad corporation organized or doing business in this 
state shall allow any express corporation or company any facil- 
ities, priviliges, or rates for transportation of men or materials 
or property carried by them, or for doing the business of such 
express companies, not allowed to all express companies. 

Sec. 22. Monopolies and trusts shall never be allowed in 
this state, and no incorporated company, copartnership, or as- 
sociation of persons in this state shall directly or indirectly 
combine or make any contract with any. other incorporated 
company, foreign or domestic, through their stockholders, or 
the trustees or assignees of such stockholders, or with any 
copartnership or association of persons, or in any manner what- 
ever, for the purpose of fixing the price or limiting the produc- 
tion or regulating the transportation of any product or com- 
modity. The Legislature shall pass laws for the enforcement 
of this section by adequate penalties, and in case of incorpor- 
ated companies, if necessary for that purpose, may declare a 
forfeiture of their charter. 

ARTICLE XIII.— STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

Section 1. Educational, reformatory, and penal institutions; 
those for the benefit of blind, deaf, dumb, or otherwise defec- 
tive youth, for the insane and idiotic, and such other institutions 
as the public good may require, shall be fostered and sup- 
ported by the state, subject to such regulations as may be 
provided by law.
